Events  have  moved  so  rapidly  In  recent  months 
that  It  Is  only  with  something  of  on  effort  that 
we  can  form  In  our  mlnd‘a  eye  a picture  of  the 
world  as  It  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  War.  or  to 
recall  the  state  of  opinion  and  sentiment  regard- 
ing tlie  War  in  non-belligerent  countries.  Per- 
haps In  no  country  in  Ute  world  has  there  been  so 
much  difference  of  opinion  or  so  much  vigorous 
controversy  as  in  the  United  States.  Neverthe- 
less there  now  exLits  In  Utal  country  a state  of 
unity  of  opinion  and  determination  A great 
number  of  Americans  have  undergone  a heart 
searching  trial  and  have  experienced  a profound 
change  of  mind. 

Three  years  ago  a war  of  nerves  and  of  propa- 
ganda WHS  being  waged  some  time  before  the  guns 
began  to  go  off  In  Ute  midst  ol  the  turmoil  the 
isolationists  opposed  with  ail  thrlr  might  any 
policy  or  course  likely  lo  lead  to  “European  en- 
tanglements." Some  people  were  ready  to  lend 
moral  support  to  any  European  democracy  willing 
to  stand  up  to  the  European  dictators  Others  | 
went  further.  Their  vlearlout  aeal  for  democ- 
racy led  them  to  condemn  uruparingly  any  Euro* 
peart  statesman  who  showed  any  dlspoolticm  to 
appease,  or  knuckle  down  to.  the  aggressors,  but 
at  the  same  time  they  strongly  advised  their 
fellow  countrymen  to  remain  neutral  In  any  gen- 
eral war  that  might  threaten.  Others,  again, 
while  Tearing  that  the  Americans  would  sooner  or 
later  be  drawn  In.  as  they  were  a generation  ago. 
wanted  to  stay  out  as  long  as  possible.  America
